(see attachment number one) and these student activist groups known 
aa Stqtfc pt -Action Move me nt , /S AM) ha^lceased to be openly active, 

Thera has been no further significant harrassment of the college 
FOTC. Host activist energy has for some time been diverted toward 
obtaining greater student representation, expanding black enrollment, 
and obtaining open dormitory visitation privileges. As noted in 
the above reference report, the latter issue created a confrontation 
in October 1969 as did anti-ROTC activities. These issues were met 
head on and diffused by the dean of men, Carson H. BARNES, Jr., who 
ha^ since become the prime target of radical faculty and students. 
The cru»t of this report concerns Dean BARNES, who was promoted to 
Dean of students in January 1970 and the dissident elements, who 
oppose him. BARNES was dean of men from 1959 until his promotion. 

He represents the cynosure of the conservative atmosphere at the 
college, although in his words, "I have always considered myself 
e liberal dedicated to progressive education". He can best be de¬ 
scribed as intelligent, capable, perceptive, and most importantly 
accurate. He Is young, personable, energetic, loyal, devoted, and 
sincerely Interested in the welfare of students. During the Octo¬ 
ber confrontations he acted with restrained authority and the physi¬ 
cal courage he possesses as a former football player and coach. 
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Hie attack on BARNES began after the October demonstrations 
and vera initiated in the main by a snail group of instructors, with¬ 
in the faculty of Arts end Sciences. During this period BARNES ad¬ 
dressed the Ksvanl/s Club of Williamsburg, in which he described the 
October demonstrations because the local community wanted more infor¬ 
mation on these incidents. In Ms speech BARNES criticized the few 
faculty members who Cpcouraged confrontation and escalation of campus 
differences and crlsfr. The speech was released to the local and 
campus press and reaction was inoediate by the campus newspaper. 

The Student Association, and various fragmented radical 
student groups, who number less than 200 persons. 

On 10 February 1970, the Faculty of Arts and Sciences, one of 
four such faculties, whose membership represents about one-third of 
the entire instructional force, voted a lack of confidence in BARNES 
and deplored his promotion to Dean of students. Approximately 60 
to 60 members-attended this particular meeting, thereby lacking more 
than half ofjCES total membership. Following the lead of Che Faculty 
of Arts and Sciences, a student referendum was held during the weekend 
of 14-15 February 1970. The referendum, admittlngly conducted under, 
highly questionable circumstances, resulted in a vote of no confidence 
in BARNES by the students. Slightly more than one-thlri of the stu¬ 
dent body participated,voting about five to one against BARNES. 

The manner fn which the referendum was conducted has been criticised 
by all Interested parties, because of late and Inequitable ballot 
distribution and improper accounting. Many ballots did not reach 
or were not returned from most known conservative campus groups, 
such as fraternities, sororittes, and those dormitories known to 
house conservative minor students, such 89 R0TC menbers. 

On 17 February 1970, the Student Association Assembly passed 
a resolution expressing, "a lack of confidence" in BARNES end voiced 
"strong" disapproval of his elevation to Dean of students by a vote 
of 36 to 13 with six abstentions. To Indicate the mood of this meeting, 
the Student Association Assembly also passed e resolution urging 
Covernor HOLTDN to appoint two students and two faculty members to 
tha Board of Visitors, approve the Constitution of the Williamsburg 
Moratorium Committee, and supporter of the repeal of tha college's 
regulation prohibiting open visitation In men's dormitories. 
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it is Co be noted that President PASCHALl has been under fire from 


many sources. The Student Association attempted to unseat him during 
the 1968-69 school session, he is currently being criticized for 
increased tuitions, his suspected approval of BARNES, and additionally 
he is severely tested by the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare regarding equal opportunities for blacks. 



The informant reported that he cannot understand the apparent 
dissolvement of SAM unless it represents planning for the surfacing 
of • stronger organization. The informant said that in the light 
of present attitudes on campus, there is a good possibility that 
■ stronger organteation might take the form of e .Students for Demo¬ 
cratic Society (SDS) chapter. The informant noted that \>y r e gli"l a - 
Ction, any suchorganisation would be sanctioned by the college if 
it Is approved by the Student Association. The informant noted pre¬ 
viously expressed opinions that SAM receives literature and directions 
from SDS. The Informant opined that only strong and immediate action 
by conservative groups could prevent the eventual sanctioning of an 
SDS chapter at the college end he would be surprised If the admini¬ 
stration opposed such an organisation. At the same time the infor¬ 
mant noted the recent regrouping of the campus chapter o f Young A-_ 
mer icans for Freedom (YAf) after two years of inactivity as veil 
as the appearance of'The' small conserv ative campus newspaper. 
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Informant said that there are about 10 
such persons, each of whom works to influx' 1 " . five or six friends 
to secure their vote in accordance with the will of the smaller group. 


The informant stressed the influence that this group has been able 
to exert on the Student Association and the college newspaper, and 
he emphasized that the crcjp constantly assures cf American Civil. 
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dormitory*\isi tation demonstrations, and in every sense a*radical M . 
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"He was the prime-mover last vear but' : now'acts mainly in support".
